A large crowd, rep- 

resenting the whole constituency, was 

attracted to hear Premier R, G. Reid 

‘ and M, McCool, M, L. A. for Cochrane, 

and also to attend the election of |} 
officers. 

Fifty-five délegates, from: eleven lo. 
cals were included in the audience. 

J. M. Wheatley, Chancellor, was 
elected the new president of the Bow 
Valley U. F. A. by acclamation. Mrs, 
Ben Plumer, of Bassano, is the new 
vice president; Wm, Sheldrake, of 
Duchess, is second vice-president; F. 
BE, Campbell, of Hussar, was elected 
secretary. 

The convention passed a resolution 
to support the old ideals of the U. F. 
A. party and moved that some pro- 
gram of Social Credit be added to the 
platform. It was also voted to ask 
the government to support the sugar 
bean industry in Alberta and to ask 
that the same support be given this 
industry as has been given the cane 
sugar industry. 

F. D. McNaughton, official receiver 
under the Farm Debt Adjustment Act 
for the sub-jydicial district of Bas- 
sano, gave a brief outline of the Act 
and its application in the case of the 
farmers, 

M. McCool gave u detailed resume 
of the activities of the government 
during the past few years, denying al- 
legations that the U. F. A. govern- 
ment had been extravagant and had 
used public money to disadvantage, 
He showed by charts of statistics 
where public services had been in 
creased with the addition of only two 
new taxes since 1921. By cutting 
down expenses and additional reven- 
ue from expanding industries, the gov- 
ernment is now operating even more 
ecotumically than in 1921. 

H. H. Beeber, president of the Bas- 
sano Board of Trade, extended an 
official welcome to the premier at the 
evening session. 
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J. M. Wheatley gave a few intro- 
ductory remarks and introduced Pre- 
mier R, G. Reid-to the-audience. 

Mr. Reid stated that Mr. MeCool 


had ably given the facts of the financ- 
ial standing of the provincial govern. 
ment and that in his opinion, no gov- 
ernment could function more econom- 
ically, with a higher standard of hon- 
esty and integrity, than the present 


U. F. A. government, 

Mr. Reid refuted many statements 
that have lately been made concern- 
ing the back-sliding of the govern 
met, and said that future circum- 
stances would prove to the public that 
the U. F. A. is working for the ulti 


mate good of the people as au whole 

He touched on the benetits derived 
from the Debt Adjustment Act, and 
that) this remain in 
force as long as it is needed. The 
Marketing Act he cited as great 
boon to Alberta. This Act, said, 
was instigated by members of the U. 
KF. A. party. Mr. Reid also lauded the 
Bank of Canada and the principles 
involved by this institution.

But a strike has always been furthest from the farmers’ 
thoughts. : 

Actually in the strike method the farmers have a power the 
extent of which they little dream. If they were closely organiz- 
ed and determined, the country could be starved into acquies- 
cence with almost any farmer proposal. 

Of course it would be a tremendous undertaking to organize 
farmers into such close association as trade unions, but the 
possibility is always there. The day may come when farmers 
must carry union cards before the buckskins can be hitched to 
the plow. 


A TIE WITH THE PAST BROKEN 

The great Civil war which racked the United States in a 
desperate struggle between the North and the South in the 
years between 1861 and 1865 seems ancient history. 

Yet there died in Bassano a short time ago a man who had 
fought in that war, in the person of the late George Wilson. 

True, he was 96 years old, but it is rather remarkable that 
this town, located so far away from that fierce, fratricidal 
conflict, saw the end of the earthly days of one of the Civil 
War veterans. What a history the life of the late Mr. Wilson 
spanned! 

Shades of Abraham Lincoln and Jefferson Davis; of Ulysses 
Grant and the great Robert E. Lee; of Sherman and ‘‘Stone- 
wall’ Jackson; of McClelland, Price, Pickett, Béauregarde 
and many other brave and gallant leaders and generals! 

The memory of Bull Run, Shiloh, Antietam, Chancellorville, 
Vicksburg, Chickamauga! ; . 

The stolid pressure of the North 
cheering on her sons!” 

The sanguinary field of Gettysburg, over 
Lincoln afterwards poured a healing oratory.

And a survivor of that stirring history breathed his last on 
an October morning, 1934, in Bassano!
